PORT    HOPE 


^^'^HE  history  of  the  town  which  for  nearly  a  century  has  borne  the  name  Port  Hope,  bagan  near  the  close  of  the  I8th  century. 
I  1  By  the  construction  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Midland  Railways  through  the  town  in  1857,  there  is  communication  with  all 
^^     points  East,  West  and  North,  and  it  is  only  63  miles  from  the  city  of  Toronto.     A  large  amount  of  money  has  been 

expended  on  the  Port  Hope  harbor,  which  is  now  the  best  on  the  North  shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  and  has  ample  capacity 

for  holding  the  entire  fleet  of  the  Lake. 

The  commercial  part  of  the  town  lies  in  a  pleasant  valley  between  two  eminences  known  as  English  Town  and  Protestant  Hill; 

the  former  applies  to  the  Western  eminence,  the  latter  to  the  Eastern.     The  principal  street,  Walton,  runs  East  and  West  through 

the  centre  of  the  town  and  nearly  all  the  retail  stores  are  situated  upon  it.     On  the  North-East  eminence  is  the  fine  building  of 

Trinity  College  School ;  the  Town  Hall  and  Market  House,  a  massive  red  brick  building,  is  situated  at  the  intersection  of  Dorset 


and  Queen  Streets,  and  contains  the  various  Municipal  offices  and  a  public  hall  seating  700.  The  Government  building  on 
Queen  Street  is  one  of  the  best  in  point  of  archjtecture  in  the  United  Counties.  The  Methodist  Church,  at  the  corner  of  Brown 
and  South  Streets,  is  the  finest  edifice  in  Port  Hope,  costing  $50,000.  It  was  opened  in  March,  1876,  and  has  seating  capacity 
for  1,500.  St.  Paul's  Presbyterian  Church,  partaking  of  the  Greco-Roman  style  of  architecture,  a  very  handsome  building,  has 
recently  been  erected  in  a  central  portion  of  the  town  at  a  cost  of  over  $36,000,  and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  over  800.  St.  John  s 
Episcopal  Church  is  of  architectural  importance,  and  four  other  Church  edifices— Baptist,  Episcopalian,  Presbyterian  and 
Catholic. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  has  a  neat  building  on  John  Street.  Here  the  young  men  are  developed  and 
trained  to  become  good  citizens,  through  the  physical,  educational  and  religious  departments. 

The  town  is  lighted  with  electricity,  and  has  a  well-equipped  fire  department;  also  one  of  the  best  waterworks  in  the 
country,  using  a  gravitation  system  and  steel  sandpipewith  a  pressure  of  over  100  pounds  to  the  inch,  and  a  plentiful  supply  of 
pure  water  for  all  purposes. 

To  the  East  is  a  public  park  containing  about  37  acres.  The  scenery  around  is  very  beautiful,  and  the  adjoining  heights, 
more  especially  on  the  Western  side,  dotted  with  beautiful  and  costly  private  residences-commanding  a  fine  prospect  of  the  town 
and  lake  beyond  ;  and  as  a  favorite  resort  for  summer  visitors,  its  popularity  increases  every  year. 

On  account  of  its  beautiful  situation  Port  Hope  is  considered  one  of  the  healthiest  towns  in  Canada.  During  the  last  few 
years  many  of  the  finest  residences  have  been  secured  by  Americans,  and  more  are  coming  every  season. 

The  hotel  accommodation  here  is  better  than  ever  before.  The  "Queen's"  Hotel,  recently  enlarged,  under  the  able  and 
genial  management  of  the  proprietor,  Mr.  L.  G.  Bennet,  has  steadily  grown  in  popularity  with  the  travelling  public,  and  fitted 
with  all  the  modern  and  up-to-date  appliances,  is  now  considered  equal  to  any  hotel  outside  the  cities.  Besides,  there  are  seven 
other  well-equipped  hotels. 

During  the  season  of  Navigation  steamers  call  daily,  for  all  points. 

The  present  population  is  5,000 ;  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  is  $1 ,886,8 1 1 .00.
